Brother Geo. A. Smith! and mapoclt, w who had by revelation to 
fill the places of some who had fallen, were ordained Apostles under the 
hands of Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball, Orson Pratt, John Taylor 
and John E. Page. .There were & number presént. But they : 
in ‘the spirit world, excepting myself, so far’ as I know. © 
‘because I wish to say here to this congregation, that during these fifty- 
two years that are past and gone I have had the opportunity of bearing 
my testimony to many of the nations of the earth and islands of the sea, 
and to the Latter-day Saints.’ And as I know not how long I may still _ 
have this privilege in the flesh, I feel it my duty to bear my testimony to- 
day to this people upon a few principles, and one is the subject upon 
which I treated a little yesterday. 

There are a few people who profess to believe that the Church has not 
had the living principle of revelation from heaven and the blessings of 
God with it since the death of the Prophet Joseph, as it had while he 
_ lived. I want to say to these Latter-day Saints that I traveled with 
Joseph Smith a thousand miles in 1834 for the redemption of our brethren 
in Missouri. There are perhaps half a dozen men in this congregation to- 
day who were in that camp [Zion’s Camp]. We were with that Prophet 
of God. We heard his testimonies. We saw his revelations falfilled.. I 
was with him when he received that revelation given on Fishing River. 
Of course, we know that he was a Prophet. of God, and that he held the 
keys of the kingdom of God. We knew the inspiration of Almighty God 
was with him, and that when he prophesied it came to 

Those who are here to-day, Brother Gates, Brother Fas. and perhaps 
others, who were present on that occasion, will remember the day, that 
Joseph Smith called the camp together. We were all well. There was no 
disease nor sickness in our camp. But he told us what aWaited. us. - He 
gave us to understand that there was to be a chastisement Visit our camp. 
He told us the reason. He had given counsel to the brethren with regard 
to many things, and a number of them had disobeyed that counsel. 
did not understand and appreciate fully his position and standing as a 
Prophet of God. “ Yes,” said he, “you think of me as a boy, like the rest 
‘of you, but you will understand soon that I occupy | @ position where. God 
governs and controls me.” Those. who | were present know the. feelings 
‘that we had. There was not a dry eye in ‘camp. He stood upon & wagon 
and told us the judgments of God would visit our camp and we would be 
chastised. These things came to pass. The day that we. landed, the 
destroying angel visited our camp, and, of course, there was sorrow. 1 
do not know the number that went to the grave, but somewhere about 
fourteen, I think. Then we understood that we had a Prophet in,our 
midst. We knew very well that what he said would come to pass. Well, 
everything that was done in that camp, going and returning, a record of

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it, in, a.measure, has bean kept. . During. that thousand miles journey the 
word,of; the Lord was.given.unto, us,and we fully understood. we. were 
being led by a desta of God. We realized that all, the way through 
mission. 

Now, I, to ay that. saith Smith a good 
deal in my.day:: L-was associated with him more or less from the spring 
of 1834 to. the day of .his death. I know, as do my brethren who were 
associated with him, that, he was a Prophet. of. God—one of the greatest 
Prophets God, ever raised. upon the earth. As I said yesterday, he received 
revelations upon; every. subject. necessary for the organization of the 
Chureh--the; organization of the Twelve Apostles, of the Seventies, of 
the High Councils, of the Bishops, etc. The Lord gave revelations upon 
all. these things, until we. had the pattern set before us. . He laid the 
foundation of’ a great. work in this the greatest dispensation God ever 
gave to.man. .So much in testimony of Brother Joseph Smith. . 7 

In 1847 I likewise traveled one thousand miles with Brother Brigham 
Young, the man. who was. called to lead Israel after the Prophet Joseph’s 
death. There.are a number in this house who came in the pioneer com- 
pany... We had in Zion’s Camp. two hundred: and five souls:: We had in 
the Pioneer Camp one hundred ‘and, forty-five, I believe. And I can 
testify before God, angels and men, that the same power and the same 
spirit of revelation ‘were manifest in his work up to the day of his death, 
as were manifest:in the work of the Prophet Joseph. | [t is true, Joseph 
Smith’s life: was short... The Savior. labored only three and a half years, 
after He entered into the ministry, before He was crucified.. The Prophet 
Joseph labored fourteen years before he was martyred. President Brig- 
ham Young:lived longer. . He led. this Church quite a number of years. | 
.was with him: when;.he came into this valley. I was in the same 
carriage with him. He:was taken sick on the Weber. A number of the 
camp were taken sick, caused, no doubt, by the change in coming to these 
mountains from the region we had left.. He began to recover from the 
hour that. he.antered into:this valley:. He came here, and what did he 
do? I will name a few circumstances. He pitched camp.some distance 
southeast of here.. Thenext-morning he and the Twelve who came with 
him: took a walk. :He.had heen quite feeble; but he was then able to walk 
with the assistance of his staff... We. walked along until we came to this 
Temple Block. ..1t was covered. with sagebrush.; There was no mark to 
indicate that God ever intended to.place anything here, But, while walk- 
ing along;,Brother Brigham stopped very suddenly. .He stuck his cane 
in the ground. and said,:“‘ Right here. will stand the great. Temple of our 
Ged,” .«We:drove.a stake in, the’ place indicated | 
lar.spot is situated in the. middle of the Temple:site. . 

, One-of the:first things President. Young: did after to 
order the preparing: of :a. block down here, called the Old Fort, where the 
camp could gather to... This country was then very desolate, covered with 
sage,,and.,that pretty, near. dead,.too. There: was hardly anything 

here, with life, owing, dayne. We. went, to work and 
surrounded thisiten.acre block to, preserve ourselves; put.adobie walls on 
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three sides and log cabins on the east side: This was the‘wisdom dis 
safety for the péople. - 

He then went to work nd laid out this i There was tit: a liviag 
soul in this valley excepting a few Indians who would eat roasted crickets 
for their dinner. He laid out these streets, these sidewalks, these ‘blocks. 
He laid out this Temple block here. A number of councils were had with 
regard toit. Brother George A. Smith was very anxious that we should have 
forty acres instead of ten; so much so that there was'a vote'taken to lay 
forty acres out. Afterwards President Young thought ten acres‘in a city 
‘of this kind was all that should be devoted to an interest of this character. 
So Brother George A. Smith surrendered. his' views, and ‘we all voted for 
ten ‘acres: When the city was laid out and these other arrangements 
made we returned to Winter Quarters, where President Young ‘got his 
family and returned with them and some of 
companies followed the same season. 

I name these things for the benefit of who 
been no growth in the Church and kingdom of God since ‘the :death-of the 
Prophet Joseph. President Young laid the foundation of four Temples in 
this Territory. Three of these Temples are now in operation, ‘and the! 
other is being built right here. The Latter-day Saints have gone to'work 
and labored in these Temples by the commandment of. God, for the bless- 
ing of the living and redemption of their dead, and a million of ‘men‘and © 
women, whose bodies are returned to dust, and whose spirits are in the 
spirit world, have received the benefits of the Gospel by: the power- of'God 
and the work of the Elders, under the direction of President Young. Is 
this a loss of prestige?. Is there no‘hand of Godin this? These things 
certainly were not accomplished in the life of Joseph Smith;. although 
Joseph Smith received revelations with regard to Temples, and the-ordi- 
nances and endowments afterwards administered in the Temple at Nauvoo. 
He also built the first Temple, in Kirtland, and many blessings were re- 
vealed in that’ Temple, and this Was: lived, as on 
as he had the power. a 

‘remember well the first I the giveni the 
Prophet Joseph concerning the redemption of the dead—one of the most 
glorious principles I had ever become acquainted with on earth.’ To think 
that I and these Latter-day Saints could go forth into the waters of: bap- 
tism and redeem our fathers, our mothers, and those that have gone before 
us, in the lineage of our father’s house, and they come forth and “receive a 
part in the-first resurrection! Well might: the Prophet ‘say Ged has '.ful- 
filled His promise ‘that in the last days He-would raise up'saviors upon 
Mount Zion, and the kingdom should ‘be the Lord’s. Never did I-read’a 
revelation with greater joy than I did that revelation. I -have often ‘re- 
ferred to the course we pursued in connection with that. Joseph Smith 
himself (many of you may recollect the time) went into the Mississippi 
river one Sunday night after meeting, and baptized a hundred. I. bap- 
tized another hundred. The next man, a few rods from’me,. baptized 
another hundred. ‘We were strung up and down the Mississippi, baptizing 


* 
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for our dead: ‘But. there was no recorder; we.attended to this ordinance 
without, waiting to ‘have a proper record made. But the Lord:told Joseph 
that he must, have recorders present at these baptisms—men who could see 
with; their. ayes and. hear with. their ears, and record these things. Of 
the work was not of God. 

Wells workin: the lahoe of Beighain 
He filled these mountains here for a thousand miles, under His direction, 
with cities, towns and villages. He gave counsel in all these things. 
Brigham: Young was the architect of this building (the Tabernacle). He 
was the architect of ‘the Temple that we are building here. I say to the 
_ Latter-day. Sainte that.God was with him. He was with John Taylor. 
He has been with Wilford Woodruff. . He will be with those that. follow 
me; for the Lord will never permit this people to be led but by the reve- 
_ lations of. Jesus Christ. He-will be with these Apostles of the Lord, and 
will, continue with them until the coming of the Son of Man: These — 
things are'true. Zion:will arise, and grow, and flourish; the glory of God 
will, rest. upon her, anid’ the Lord Almighty will fulfil all the promises that 
He has made concerning His work in the last dispensation and fulness of 
times... The spirit of ‘inspiration was with Brigham Young from the day 
_ that he.entered into this work till. he laid. down his life here upon his bed. 
I bear my testimony to.these things. There never has been a time, either 
in’ these Temples or anywhere.else, but: the Lord has made manifest’ His 
will on any point on which. light was desired. To my certain knowledge 
the. Lord: gave! revelations: in St. George Temple to His servants there, 
upon points of doctrine we did not understand. President. Young was 
there. I. was there. Brother MeAllister and others labored there; and 
we knew these things.. say there .is no man that goes into these Tem- 
ples Jabor,'or into the vineyard of the Lord to labor, who, if he. 
will live his religion vill the mind and 
will of. Gods’ 

is the Lord’s, It is Hia:work: And we have the great poweras Latter- - 
day Saints to go into these Temples.and redeem our dead, and.attend to 
ordinances for them that they. never heard of in their day and generation. 
What will bé the condition of these saviors. upon Mount Zion! | These: 
Sainte of the Lord will. hold the keys of salvation to their father’s. house 
to the endless: ages of ‘eternity... There never will be a time: when that 
power. will. be taken from them. 
we ought ta prise the: blessings which God has put in our hands, 

of my ather’s house. Father Smith was the first Patriarch to the Church. 
He was literal descendant of Joseph who was-sold Egypt. When 
he laid his hands upon men’s heads the spirit of blessing and of: prophecy 
rested upon him. He told me that I should bring all of my father’s house 
into the. Ohuarch. 1 dwelt wpon: that witha great deal of interest; and the 
first: time I visited my father’s house, although it was several years after 
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and everybody that’ was ‘in my father’s ‘house, éven’ a’ Methodist 'claas- 
leader who was boarding there. I organized'a branch’of’ thé: Church ‘in 
Farmington, Connecticut, and almost all of the members weré ‘my rela- 
tives. I afterwards brought my father up here; where’ ‘diet, and’ ‘his 
body lies in the cemetery. — 

There are a great many things with ‘matters: ae feel 
to rejoice in. The more light we have, the more revelations of God ‘we 
have, the more we shall prize these privileges.’ It is ‘a great blessing that 
we stand in the flesh in this last dispensation and falness of times; and 
where we can open our hearts'to understand these blessings, ‘ill of us will 
labor, as far as we have opportunity, to attend to this duty for our dead. 
I do not want to go into the spirit world and méet with my~ progenitors 
and have them say to me, “You held the keys of my redemption and my 
salvation and you neglected to do this work, and I‘am not redeemed.” 

I have labored, with ‘the assistance ‘of my ‘friends, ‘in the George 

Temple, for three thousand of my dead friends of my father’s house and 
my mother’s house, and have done all that I could for them: This isthe 
greatest joy of my life, when I look tpon these things and realize that I 
have had'this privilege here on the earth. Atid when I ‘lay my body in 
the tomb and my spirit goes into the spirit world; I shall rejoice and have 
glory with them in the morning of the: resurrection,’ inasmtch'‘as' they 
receive these principles. “Well,” perhaps you may’ say,'“what if these 
people whom you have been baptized for do not’ réceive the Gospel?” 
That will be their fault, not mine: This is a duty that’ restedpon ‘all 
Israel, that they shall attend to work, as far‘as they have: 
tunity here on the earth. 

Brethren and sisters, I felt as I to bend this 
to the Latter-day Saints. The Lord has manifested this work from the 
day that Joseph Smith received the records of the ‘stick of Joseph in the 
hands of Ephraim—the Book of Mormon. - From that day ‘until this’ thére 
has been no time that the Lord has forsaken His Church. We have been 
persecuted, we have been afflicted; ‘and we have passed through’ sérious 
trials in our day; but the Lord has carried us through ‘all these: things. 
And we are here in the midst of the everlasting hills, given by revelation 
_ toold father Jacob, who laid his hands upon ‘the head of: his son ‘Joseph 

and said that he was “a fruitful bough by a well, whose braichies run 
over the wall,” and that his blessings prevailed above those of his progeni- 
tors “unto the utmost bounds of the everlasting hills;” and these: blessings 
were to rest upon him and his posterity. thitige have 
The majority of the Latter-day Saints are through: the loins of ! Ephraim, 
the son of Joseph. Ephraim i is‘ “a mixed cake:” He is mixed ‘among’ the 
nations of the earth, and it is those who have ‘the blood of ‘Ephraim: ix 
them: who, when they hear the word of the Lord; receive’ it; and alt ‘that 
God has promised these Patriarohs and their posterity: 
to pass. 

So with to Mesis told: what 
He told ‘them what would take place in their Temples and -in their‘ cities. 
They built altars to Baal and broke’ their ‘covenants; and he ‘told ‘them 
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they would be. scattered and peeled, and destroyed by pestilence, by 
famine, and. the sword; women would eat their own children, and a rem- 
nant of them would be taken from Jerusalem and scattered: among the 
whole Gentile world, and be trampled under the feet of the Gentiles until — 
the times of the Gentiles were fulfilled. Those words have been fulfilled 
to the very letter as fast as time would admit. 

We are in the hands of God. Our responsibilities are great, and we 
should try to magnify our calling, and not set our hearts so much on the 
things of this world that we neglect any of the oracles of God or the work 
God bless you all. Amen.

When they ‘reply to men it‘ is: always: in 
their own peculiar speech. I have often watched the conduct of a dog as 
he would speak, until I could interpret his combined act and speech, I 
observed the same thing in other species with the same results; and it 
occurred to me that if I could correctly imitate these sounds I might learn 
to interpret them more fully and prove to myself whether it was: réally a 
uniform speech or not. [The investigations were made; all the zoos in 
the: United States were visited with a view of solving the mystery:of the 
monkey ‘tongue.} all aided'me (says Professor Garner),: in ‘teaching 
me the little I know of their native language: But at last came a revela- 
tion! A new idea dawned upon me; and after wrestling half.a night 
with it I felt assured of ultimate success. 1 went to Washington, and 
called upon Dr. Frank Baker; director of the ‘National Zoological Garden, 
and proposed the'novel experiment of acting as interpreter between! two 

monkeys. Of coursehe laughed, bat ‘not in derision:‘or in ‘doubt, ‘for 
scientific men are always credulous and believe all they are told. I then 
explained to him how it was possible, and he quite agreed with mie. We 
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the: time and prepared for’ ‘thé ‘The plan was quite simple; We 
separated two monkeys which had been caged together, and placed them 
in separate rooms: I then arranged a phonograph’ near the: cage of: the 
female, and causéd her to utter'a few sounds, which’ were. recorded on the 
cylinder. The machine ‘then placed near the cage containing’ the 
male, and the record repeated to him 
The surprise and perplexity of the'male were evident. 

He traced the sounds to the horn from which’ Aniip tad; tind failing to 
find his mate he thrust his hand and arm into the horn quite up to the 
shoulder; withdrew it, and peeped into the horn again and again: He 
would ‘then retreat and again cautiously approach the horn; which he 
exaniined with evident ‘interest. The expressions of his face were indeed 
a study. Having satisfied myself that he recognized the‘sounds as those 
of his mate, I next proceeded to record some of his ‘efforts, but my success 
was not fully up to my hopes. Yet I'had secured from him enough to:win 
the‘ attention of his mate, and elicit from her some:signs of recognition. | 
And thus, for the first time in the history of philology, the simian tongue 
was reduced to record. My belief was now confirmed, and the faith of 
others strengthened. I noted some of the defects: in my experiment, and 
provided against them for the future. ‘Some weeks later, in the Chicago 
Zoological: Garden, IT: made some ‘splendid phonographic’ records; ‘and 
thence I went to the Cincinnati Garden, where I secured, among others, a 
_ fine distinct record of the two chimpanzees, all of ‘which I brought home 
with me for study: I placed them ‘on the machine and repeated them 
over and over, until I became quite familiar with the sounds and improved 
myself very much in my efforts to utter them. I returned to Cincinnati 
and Chicago some’ weeks later, and tried my skill as a linguist with a 
degree of success far beyond my wildest hopes. 

‘But all this ‘was’ only a small beginning of the wonderful discoveries. 
I ‘went next: to the Cincinnati gardens. When ‘the visitors had left the 
monkey-house I approached the cage ‘of ‘a capuchin monkey, and found 
him crouched ‘in the rear of: his cage. I spoke to’‘him in his own tongue, 
using the word which I: had called“ milk.” He rose, answered me with 
the same word, and came at: once to the front of the cage: He looked at 
me as if in doubt, and I repeated the word; he did the same, and ‘turned 
at: once'to'a small: pan‘in ‘the cage, which he: picked ‘up'and placed near 
the at the side, and returned ‘to'me'and uttered'the word again.’ ‘I 
asked the keeper for milk, which he did‘ not have; however, ‘but: brought 
me some water. The efforts of: my little sinrian friend to secure the glass 
were ‘very earnest, and’ the! pleading’ manner and tene assdred' me of his 
extrenie’ thirst. I) allowed ‘him: to’ dip’ ‘inte the glass, and he 
would suck his fingers and’ reach again:' ‘I: kept‘the glass from reach of 
his hand, and he would repeat: the‘sound and beg for more: [ was thus 
convineed that the word I had translated “milk” must:also'mean “water,” 
and from this ‘and ‘other: tests I at‘ last: determined that it meant’ also 

* drink,” and: probably “thirst.” ‘Ihave’ never’ seen a capuchin monkey 
that did not use these two words: sounds are-very soft and not'un- 
like a flute; very difficult to imitate and quite impossible’ to write, They 
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are purely vocal, except faint traces of “h”:or “wh” asin the, word 
“who;” a very feeble “w;” and here and there'a slight guttural “ch.” .. 

_After laying down such rules and will enable die 
ing student to. go further into the ‘study of the latest of new languages, 
Professor Garner concludes. his interesting’ article hy saying: ‘If - we com- 
pare the tongues of civilized races’ with those of the savage! tribes of 
Africa, which are confined to a few scoré of words, we gain. some idea of 
the growth of language within the limits of our ows genus. The few 
wants and simple modes of life in such a state account for this paucity of : 
words; and this small range of sounds gives but little scope for vocal 
development, ahd hence their difficulty in learning to speak the tongues 
of civilized men. This is, doubtless, the reason why the riegroes of ‘the 
United. States, after a sojourn of ‘two hundred years with the ‘white race, 
are unable to utter the sounds of th,” “thr,” and: other! double con- 
sonants; the former of which they pronounce “d” if. breavhing,‘and. “t” 
if aspirate; the latter like “trw.” The’ sound of “vy” they usually pro- 
nounce “b,” while “r” resembles “w” or “rw” when initial, and as. a 
final is: usually entirely suppressed. They have a marked: tendency to 
omit auxiliaries and final sounds, and in all departures from.the higher 
types of speech tend back to ancestral] forms. I believe, if we could apply 
the rule of perspectives and throw our vanishing point far back beyond 
the chasm that separates man from his simian prototype, that we should
